tended that the blaze started In two 
separate locations, both at steam 
pipes leading into second floor 
rooms. 


Starting at floor level, the fire 


climbed the wall and ignited the 
ceiling, floor, and walls of the third 
story rooms. 


No one was,in the building at the 


time, with the exception of the 
manager and members of his fam- 
ily. 


Emmert said he heard an explo- 


sion in the hotel while he and his 
wife were watching television. Get- 
ting up to investigate, he smelled 
smoke and eventually discovered 
the fire. 


City firemen prevented the blaze 


from reaching the hotel roof, avoid- 
ing what might have meant the de- 
struction of the building, Keyser 
said. 


Emmert said he had just in- 


stalled a new heating system in 
the hotel. What caused the pipes 
to overheat has not been deter- 
mined. 


Plaster Falls 


Although some plaster fell from 


the ceiling of the Phillips Bake 
shop, located beneath the hotel, the 
fire.did not spread' in that direc- 
tion. 


Kenneth Gelger occupied a room 


on the third floor, damaged in the 
fire, and Mrs. David Emmert, 
mother of the manager, occupied a 
second floor room. 


Chief Keyser said today the fire 


department is receiving a certain 
amount of interference from curi- 
ous persons calling to find out 
about the fire. 


He requests that the public .re- 


frain from calling the fire depart- 
ment. It blocks necessary calls 
being made by department per- 
sonnel. 


Keyser also warned that cars 


should not come within the block 
where ffre fighting equipment is 
being used, that it endangers op- 
erations.

week for the President. Tonight, 
he will go on radio and television 
at 8:30 p.m. (CST) to discuss what 
his administration has done so far 
and to outline the philosophy of the 
program he will recommend in the 
State of the Union message to be 
delivered in person to a joint sen- 
ate-house session Thursday. 


General Outline 


That message will lay down the 


general outline of his legislative 
program. 


In a series of later messages, 


Eisenhower will rf»«,l with specific 
subjects. 


White House Press Secretary 


James C. Hagerty announced the 
President will submit his 1954-1955 
budget to congress Jan. 21 and will 
follow it with the annual economic 
message on Jan. 28. 


Hagerty said Eisenhower will 


send congress special messages 
recommending farm and labor law 
changes Jan. 11.

Kcrnan, 25, of 728 E. Third 
St., Dixon, and Charles Tay- 
lor, 28, Rock Falls. 


Lloyd was indicted on a charge 


of attemptir.gr lo bribe a pubh'c 
official. Kernan faces a charge of 
rape and, Taylor a charge o! 
forgery. 


The indictment against Lloyd 


came in the wake of his conviction, 
Dec. 3. by a Lee county jury on a 
bookmaking charge. He was fined 
$2,000 
and 
sentenced 
to 
four 


months in the county jail. 


Uses Testimony 


State's Atty. James Bales, who 


presented the cases against the 
three men, told the 23-rnember 
grand jury the charge against 
Lloyd was an outcome of testi- 
mony given at his trial. 


Bales explained that during the 


cross examination of Lee County 
Sheriff John Stouffer, a central 
figure in Lloyd's arrest, Frank Me- 
tirs»'ll. Chicago, defense council, 
uncovered the bribery charge. 


Tells of Attempt 


Stouffer told the trial jury Lloyd 


tried to buy his way out of ths 
county jail on the night of his 
arrest, Oct. 2, 1953, with $3,035.91 
on his person. 


Bales informed the grand jury 


that McDonnell contended the offi- 
ces of sheriff and state's attorney 
were 'guilty of dereliction of duty 
in not prosecuting Lloyd.on that 
charge. 


The state's attorney then told the 


court and the jury action on a 
bribery count was not taken since 
there was no session of the grand 
jury until January. 


Bales said, in view of the testi- 


mony regarding 
the a l l e g e d 


bribery, it was his duty to bring 
the charge to the attention of tha 
grand jury. 


Farm $5,000 Fine 


Thet penalty for an attempted 


bribery is a fine of |5,000. There 
is no jail sentence. 


Kcrnan was charged with raping 


Mrs. Deloris Whitlock, 19, Sterling, 
a wife and mother, on the morning 
of Nov. 14, near the Dixon country 
club. 


He was bound over to the grand 


jury by Justice of the Peace Ster- 
ling W. Schrock, who indicated 
there was probable cause to be- 
lieve Kernan committed the of- 
fense. 


Kernan is currently free on a 


bond of $5,000. 


During a preliminary hearing be- 


fore Schrock, Mrs. Whitlock told 
how she allegedly met Kernan on 
th* night of Nov. 3 and how he 
took her to a party at a Dixon 
home. 


She testified that after the party, 


Kernan took her to the country 
club, which was deserted at the 
time, and allegedly forced her to 
submit to his advances. 


Taylor 
was indicted on two 


counts of forgery, charged with 
signing the name of a Dixon resi- 
dent to two checks in the amount 
of $65 and $93. 


Now in Jail

jail, unable to raise bond of $3.000 
after a preliminary hearing before 
Justice'of the Peace Sterling W.

Eisenhower Maps Program to 


Fulfill Campaign Pledges 


In American presidential history there probably has been 


little to compare with the intensive conferences recently con- 
cluded between President Eisenhower and top congressional 
leaders. 
...

.From the start of his term, Mr. Eisenhower has blazed 


a new path in his dealings with congress. He held an ex- 
haustive series of luncheons which brought every member 
of the house and senate to the White House. He gave lead- 
ers ample notice of each important move. He repeatedly de- 
clared his respect for the independent powers of congress. 


Now he has brought key men from Capitol Hill to the 


White House for a thorough survey of the proposals the Re- 
publican administration is to present to congress next year.

In tLis maneuver is the same deference the president has 


shown congress throughout 1953, the same willingness to 
hear other viewpoints, the same .readiness to compose differ- 
ences in the interest of a united party front. 


Yet it would be a mistake to read this three-day confer- 


ence as a sign that he is simply tossing the ball to congress 
on 1954 legislative issues. The evidence is to the contrary. 


In the first place the president took the initiative in call- 


ing the conference. He attended every session throughout 
the strenuous three-day period. And he took command of 
the publicity given out from the secret meetings. 


This behavior fits with other recent marks of stronger 


presidential leadership. 
Mr. Eisenhower may well have 


learned by now that with the death of Senator Taft he has 
no reliable spokesman on the Hill. He is acting like a man 
who understands he may have to use all the power and 
prestige of his high office to win congressional approval of 
his program. 


Some of the president's party critics chide him on the 


"round he has done too little so far to make good' on cam- 
paign pledges. 
But Mr. Eisenhower's conference-time em- 


phasis on living up to the 1952 GOP platform shows he is 
keenly aware of party promises. His coming proposals are 
geared to the platform. *

Mr. Eisenhower sees that document as a broad instru- 


ment of guidance which, if followed, will give the Republic- 
ans strong appeal at the polls in 1954. He is frank to say 
that if the program it envisages for the good of the nation 
is not adopted, then his party will not deserve to win. 


The president's party opponents often think in more 


limited terms when they speak of campaign promises — 
pledges to cut taxes, balance the budget, chop spending, etc. 


The 1954 session of the 83rd congress will be the test- 


ing ground of these two interpretations of Republican pur- 


• pose. Which one triumphs will have great impact not alone 
on next year's elections but1 on the presidential battle of 1956. 


Black" Crepe for 'Piltdown' 


In museums all over the world, black crepe must now be 


draped over the 300-odd replicas of the skull of "Piltdown 
man," long viewed as a key link in the development of hu- 
mans from the man-like apes. 


Since 1911, when this skull, a jawbone and a tooth were 


"discovered" in England, scientists have believed they repre- 
sented remains of a man who lived about 500,000 years ago. 


Now, it seems, the whole thing was a gigantic hoax per- 


petrated by a man well skilled in faking anthropological re- 
mains. A scientist at the Natural History Museum in Brit- 
ain discovered the fraud while drilling into the jawbone. It 
gave forth an odor of burning from the drilling, which it 
should not have were it a true fossil. The bone is that of an 
ape no more than 50 years old.

nanza business in revisions.

Frostbite Is Dangerous If 
Not Properly Cared For

in the presence of extremely cold 


weather the blood vessels near the 
surface of the body contract. This 
la nature's defense against too 
much coolness since it helps to pre- 
vent large quantities of blood com- 
ing in contact with the cold, and 
chilling the entire blood stream. 


There fire difficulties, however, 


connected with this process since 
If the cold contact with the skin 
is continued, it may lead to frost- 
bite which has always been a ter- 
rible problem for Arctic explorers, 
mountain climbers, and for mili- 
tary forces. In ordinary civilian 
life It is leas often a problem, 
though in northeVn sections every 
winter brings its toll of frostbite 
victims. 


The tip of the nose, the ears, 


the fingers, and the toes are parti- 
cularly susceptible to frostbite. 
Frostbite may com* on slowly or 
suddenly, the latter especially if 
the wind is high. Often a sting- 
ing feeling is present at first in 
the exposed part, followed by a 
pleasant numbless often without 
any pain. 


When the frostbitten area begins 


to thaw, swelling develops and the 


skin becomes pink. In severe cases, 
red or purple blisters filled with 
serum or blood may appear. After 
the frozen part has thawed it may 
remain cold and lack feeling, later 
becoming 
swollen 
and 
purple. 


Death of the tissues may set in and 
the involved part separate from the 
rest of the body. 


RUBBING IS DANGEROUS 


If frostbite does develop, thaw- 


ing should be gradual in cool air 
or cold water. The practice of try- 
ing to rub snow over the frostbitten 
part is considered dangerous. No- 
thing warmer than the heat of the 
body should ever be tried, and a 
person who has been recently 
frostbitten should not go near a 
fire or into a fully heated room un- 
til the circulation has been thor- 
oughly restored. 


After thawing, the skin is not 


yet strong and there is special 
danger of causing infection from 
rubbing. Recently, excellent results 
in treating acute frostbite with sub- 
stances delaying blood coagulation 
have been reported. This, however, 
is a professional re ther than a self- 
treatment measure.

Red Threes Pose Problems 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


The red threes still seem to puz- 


zle many canasta players, and that 
goes double tor the. samba players. 
These cards add both spice and 
trouble to the various games of the 
canasta family. 


Let's see if we can review all of 


the rules that apply to red threes. 


To begin with, if a red three is 


turned up by the dealer, it must be 
covered by another card. The turn- 
up card that is offered to the first 
player'must be a normal natural 
card. It cannot be a red three, a 
black three, or a wild card. If a 
red three is turned up and covered, 
the pack is then "born" frozen. 


If you dealt a red three as part 


of your original hand, you must 
put it down on the table at the 
very beginning of your turn to 
play. You then draw a card from 
the stock pile as a substitute for 
the red three. 


If you have more than one red 


three at the start, or if the substi- 
tute is a red three, you continue to 
draw until you have 11 cards which 
do not include a red three. 


This process of getting U cards 


at the beginning is not considered 
part of the play. After you have 
gone through this preliminary you 
decide whether to draw from the 
stock pile or take the discard pile. 


In Argentina, where the game of 


canasta first became very popular, 
the dealer would give 11 cards to 
each player but would then pause 
before turning up a card to start 
the play. Each player had the

Industry Finds Growing List of Uses for Atomic Science 


By PETER EDSON 


NEA Washington Correspondent 


WASHINGTON—(NBA)—You might not think that 


atomic science would find a place in the design of a bet- 
ter dishwasher, but it has. 


This is but one of the thousands of practical applica- 


tions of atomic energy in peacetime which would result 
in world-wide benefits to mankind under President Eisen- 
hower's new plan for an international agency to develop 
the atom's constructive use. 


The dishwasher problem which a 
manufacturer 


brought to the atomic scientists was simply to find what 
combination of detergent, water temperature, spray and 
rinse would give the best results. 


After first determining that dried, fried egg was 


hardest to wash off of dishes and silverware, the scientists 
got some radioactive phosphorus. This is one of the com- 
moner isotopes, or charged atoms, made by exposing 
ordinary phosphorus in a nuclear-fissiori reactor. They 
fed the phosphorus isotope to a flock of hens. In about 
30 days, this phosphorus showed up as a tracer element 
in the yolk of the chicken eggs. 


Somebody then fried the eggs on an ordinary stove 


and ate them, without scraping the skillet, the plate or 
the fork very clean. The dirty dishes were then ready 
for the dishwasher test. 


By examining the dirty dishwater, rinses and the 


utensils themselves, it was possible to measure with ex- 
treme sensitivity how much of th* phosphorus isotope WM 
on each. And by repeated experiments, the manufacturer 
round Uie combination that did the be»t dishwashing job. 


^IT'S LIKE OPENING MAGICIAN'S BAG OF TRICKS 


. Thousands of new uses for atomic science have been 


found since the first chain reaction a little more than 12 
years ago. 


About 1,000 industrial firms have used radioisotopes. 


Other hundreds have used other mechanical or chemical 
discoveries made in the course of atomic energy develop- 
ment. Some of them have nothing to do with fissionable 
materials as such. 


Dr. George r,. Manov, of AEC's Office of Industrial 


Development, estimates that of America's 25,000 indus- 
tries, more than half will benefit directly or indirectly 
within the next five years. The business of atomic energy 
is growing up fast, although it has just been born. 


A rundown on some of the typical new uses of atomic 


energy in industry—undreamed of five or 10 years ego- 
is like opening a magician's bag of tricks. And It \n a 
revealing tribute to American ingenuity and Inventive 
skill.

You draw an- 
other card from the stock pile to 
replace it unless the red three 
came to you from the discard pile 
(this can happen only if the dealer 
turned up a red three, for it is 
against the rules to discard a red 
three at any time) or unless there 
are no cards left in the stock pile.

JNOT IN THE DISTANT TOMORROW

Harold G., an ex-serviceman, is studying law. To concentrate, he" 


demands absolute quiet in his home Mrs G., who works as an office 
secretary, is growing restive under the strain. 


She resents the absence of their baby daughter, who lives with 


grandparents to spare her father distraction by her crying. She says 
the day nursery which cares for their older child warns that he shows 
evidence of "nervous disturbance." 


"If I try to discuss the situation with my husband." she wntes. 


"he becomes enraged. 
He says that we don't appreciate his efforts 


to secure our futures." 


The children certainly wouldn't appreciate the efforts. They are 


interested in secunty today, not tomorrow. 


And very wise they are, too. For inflicting misery in the name of 


future bliss is martyrdom's favorite technique for camouflaging anger. 
The future bliss, like Mr. G.'s law degree, is the irreproachable alibi 
for justifying our present neglect and disregard for those who love us. 


Oh, we suffer along with them, because that's part of the deal. If 


we groan loudly enough about our own agony, nobody dares mention 
this. Like Mr. G., we dispose of anyone else's needs by making such 
dramatic productions of our own. 


Psychiatrist Dr. Karl Menninger was an astute and experienced 


student of martyr behavior. In his book, "Man Against Himself," he 
talks at length about the martyr's characteristic "insensitiveness" to 
the suffering of loved ones." 


Among modern martyr types he lists the businessman who sacri- 


fices his family's need of him to "success" ambitions: scientists and 
explorers who discard close human ties to undertake dangerous experi- 
ments and expeditions; revolutionaries who use inflamed devotion to 
Great Causes to imperil their own safety and lhat of their families; 
housewives who overwork for everything-just-so to make everyone 
around them feel guilty and burdensome 


He speaks right out about the "unconscious pride and satisfaction" 


felt by these people in depreciating and ignoring those who love them 
in the name of some Glorious Purpose. 


Actually, Dr Menninger is defining the evil of fanaticism. 
I think Mr. G. is a victim of it. So I arn urging his wife to try to 


persuade him to seek professional help. Study is not so important as 
discovering whether he wants a law degree or wants to afflict his 
family. 


Until he knows which he wants, any action he' takes will continue 


to be oppiessive and confusing to himself, as well as to his family.

West Maps Three-Point 
Program for Conference 
Aim Is to Eliminate East 
German Red Government 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON \I>—The Western 


Powers are planning to confront 
Russia with a three-point German 
peace program at the Berlin con- 
ference, if it appears that the So- 
viets show up with some serious 
intention to negotiate. 


One effect of the program work- 


ed out by the United States, Bii- 
tish and French governments in a 
series of meetings recently con- 
cluded at Paris would be, in the 
view of Western official, to wipe 
out the Communist East German 
government. 


It therefore appears in advance 


to be wholly unacceptable to the 
Soviets. 
Authorities here voice 


doubt that even a start can be 
made at Berlin toward developing 
a real compromise between the 
Russian and Western attitudes to- 
ward Germany's future. 


Wide Range 


There is now ample evidence, 


however, that the discussions be- 
tween Western leaders and Soviet 
Foreign 
Minister 
Molotov 
will 


range far beyond the immediate 
problem of German peacemaking 
to embrace: 


1. Some talk between Secretary 


of State Dulles and Molotov on 
President Eisenhower's proposal 
lor a pool of atomic materials for 
peaceful uses and Russia's renew- 


ed call for a ban on atomic wea- 
pons. 


2. Discussion among all the min- 


isters — Molotov, Dulles, British 
Foreign Secretary Eden and the 
French foreign minister then in 
office —of regulations with Red Chi- 
na. That seems almost certain to 
lead into some talk of a Korean 
settlement and the war in Indochi- 
na. 


3. Exploration by the West of the 


attitudes and intentions of Russia's 
new Malenkov government. 


Will Discuss Atom

notes on the Berlin meeting that 
they would pr»ss for a subsequent 
Big Five session to include Red 
China.

Allan Nevins, a historian, in a 


recent appraisal of the adminis- 
tration in Nation's Business, a 
magazine published by the United 
States 
Chamber of Commerce, 


made this remark: 


"Every true national leader has 


to take for his motto: 'I do not 
want to be liked: I want to be es- 
teemed.' Our best administrations 
have been desperately unpopular 
in wide circles." 


He 'used the administrations of 


Lincoln, Cleveland, Wilson and the 
two Roosevelts as examples, and 
added: 


"If President Einsenhower thus 


far.has shown a salient weakness, 
it is that he wishes too much to 
be liked. In the long run, the mass 
of the people admire a president 
most fcr the enemies he 
has 


made." 


May Be Accurate 


This observation may be accu- 


rate within bounds, but a course 
of action by which a president 
makes enemies of the mass of the 
people Is guaranteed to make dead 
ducks of him and his administra- 
tion.

lion pounds of excess weight harm- 
ful tc their health.

It is true despi^ the fact 
we have freely given away more 
billions to other countries than any 
nation in history.

Air Force Planning Puts 
Great Emphasis on Jets 
Russia's Air Strength Is 
Big Factor in Conversion 
~ 


The European Starling was first

WASHINGTON (S> — The 
air 


force, racing against the growth of 
Russian air power, now has at 
least half its fleet of strategic me- 
dium bombers composed of swift, 
high-altitude jet craft. 


And by the end of this year the 


last of the World War II design, 
conventional-engined B29 and B50 
bombers, may be gone from the 
medium wings, replaced by the 
atom bomb-hitting Boeing B47 jets. 


Figure in Decision 


These developments apparently 


figure in Uie recent decision to rely 
less on manpower and more on air 
power to maintain the U. S. mili- 
tary position in the Far East. 


In 1953, c'sliveries of all types of 


military planes from the aicraft 
industry totaled about 12,000. 


Accellerated deliveries coupled 


with crew training during recent 
months, it was learned today, have 
enabled the gtategic air command 


to raise to between 8 and 10 the 
number of medium bomber wings 
equipped with B47s. A wing of that 
type normally contains 45 plants. 


The rapid increase In the Soviet 


Union's operating air fleet of jet 
and rocket-powered 
interceptors 


has made more urgent the con- 
version of the U. S. strategic fleet 
from the slow (400 miles an hour) 
jet planes. 


120 B36S 


For long-range heavy bombard- 


ment the air force at present has 
about four wings (30 planes each) 
of Convair B36 bombers. These 
huge planes can carry 40 tons of 
bombs of any kind, including hy- 
drogen weapons, at m o d e r a t e 
ranges and operate over a radius 
of more than 5,000 miles with les- 
ser loads. Their speed has been 
stepped up to above 435 miles by 
adding four jet engines to the six 
piston engines which give the 
bomber its ultra-long distance. 


Delivery of the first production 


items of the Boeing B52 heavy, all- 
jet bomber is expected to start 
next fall. That plane, while lacking 
the range of the piston-engined 
B36, 
flies faster than even the 


medium B47. To compensate for 
the high fuel consumption of the 
jet 
engines, the B52 is being 


equipped for mid-air refueling from 
tanker planes, thus extending its 
range substantially. 


Factor In Speech 


Presumably it was with these 


factors in mind that President 
Eisenhower spoke last week of 
"our growing national air power," 
which he said possesses greater 
mobility and striking power than 
ever before. In that same state- 
ment announcing the planned with- 
drawal of two army divisions from 
Korea he warned that, if the Asia- 
tic Communists should break the 
truce in Korea, in all probability it 
would not be poss.ible to confine 
hostilities to Korea. 


That strongly Implied warning 


that American air power would be 
loosed upon the homeland of the 
Chinese Reds in event of truce vio- 
lation was in marked contrast to 
policies expressed when the Ko- 
rean War was at its height.

day night, Laniel said he would 
ask the Assembly for a vote of 
confidence. If defeated, he would 
have to resign.

HONG KONG — (ft -An Ameri-

Auto Discount 
Plan Revealed 
By Chicagoan 


CHICAGO (At—The president of 


a Chicago mail order house said 
today his plan to sell 10.000 1954 
Fords to military personnel at a 
17 per cent discount is part of a 
sales program going back to 1949. 


Charles Leggett, head of the Na- 


tional Procurement and distribut- 
ing Corp., said he plans to offer 
similar discounts on Chevrolets, 
Mercurys, thousands of television 
sets and other items in a short 
time. 


A Ford Motor Co. spokesman 


said in Detroit Sunday that the 
company does not "condone any 
arrangement" to sell the Fords at 
a discount. 


Since 1949 the Chicago firm has 


sent out mimeographed bulletins 
to National Guardsmen, members 
of the armed forces and active 
reservists offering bargain prices 
on "everything except food and 
clothing." 


Leggett said he has purchased 


Fords in prior years in lots of 200 
and offered them under a similar 
sales program. 


However, he said. "We have 


never done much buying in Jan- 
uary of each year. But when mar- 
ket conditions became good I con- 
tracted to purchase 10.000 Fords." 


He explained that National "buys 


cars on the open market and sells 
them as cheaply as possible." 


A dealer's gross profit on sale 


of a Ford normally averages about 
25 per cent.
